Kosygin. 


The Soviet Union and Red 


China accused each other of 
crossing the border Sunday, and 
China said it was the 18th Soviet 
violation in two years. 


The Peking-based correspond- 


ent of the Yugoslav news agen- 
cy Tanjug reported to Belgrade 
that tens of thousands of demon- 
strators blocked the Soviet Em- 
bassy. 


He said they chanted, "Down 


with Soviet revisionists" and 
"Down with American imperial- 
ism." 


The Yugoslav dispatch said 


there were no major incidents 
but some demonstrators threw 
snowballs at foreign cars pass- 
ing the embassy. 


Moscow Protests 


In Moscow, the Soviet govern- 


ment issued a note of protest 
which claimed that 200 Red 
Chinese soldiers took part in the 
border shooting. It said some 
Soviet guards were killed and 
others were wounded. 


The Soviet note, distributed 


by the Tass news agency, said 
the Kremlin demanded "strict- 
est punishment" for those re- 
sponsible

Tampering' Claimed in Sealab Project 


CAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) - 


One of the aquanauts in Sealab 
3, the Navy's deep-sea living ex- 
periment, says it was wrong to 
order the dive in which a fellow 
crewman died. 


A board of inquiry into the 


daath of aquanaut Berry L. Can- 
non, 33, also was told of a scries 
of mishaps and what the project 
c h i e f , Cmdr. J. M. Tomsky, 
called instances of tampering 
with equipment. 


There will "almost certainly" 


be an investigation, a Navy 


spokesman said. The current in- 
quiry deals only with Cannon's 
death. 


The aquanaut died Feb. 17, 


minutes after leaving a person- 
nel transfer capsule in an effort 
to stop helium leaks in the Sea- 
lab habitat on the ocean floor 610 
feet deep. 


"The dive should never have 


been made," the investigators 
were told Sunday by aquanaul 
Richard Blackburn, 30, who re- 
trieved Cannon. "We were all 
p shed to a point where mis- 


takfs were inevitable. Our bod- 
ies had not adjusted to depth 
... We had aches and pa<ns in 
our joints ... Our mental and 
physical dexterity was affected 
by the cold." 


An autopsy said Cannon died 


of carbon dioxide poisoning. A 
breathing apparatus which may 
have been his was later found to 
be lacking chemicals needed to 
filter carbon dioxide. 


Tomsky said that as the sur- 


\iving aquanauts were under- 
going decompression "on two 


separate occasions an oxygen 
valve in the emergency breath- 
ing system was opened. Then a 
third apparent tampering with 
the valve occurred—the valve 
was partially cracked open." 


If another main valve had 


been opened. Tomsky said, pure 
oxygen would have gushed into 
fie chambers and killed the 
aqi'anauts.

Teens Find Christianity Has Meaning 
In Relation to Daily Life Experiences

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Salesman, Mediator: Roger Guiles' Role at OSU

Remember 1959, when Oshkosh 


State University (OSU) had an 
enrollment of 2,049 undergradu- 
ate students nestled quietly in 
their little corner of town? 


It was then that a high 


university official 
had what 


some called "the nerve" to 
predict that the university may 
grow to as many as 4,000 
students within 10 years. 


Things have changed since 61- 


year-old Roger E. Guiles made 
that prediction as he assumed 
the presidency of OSU in July, 
1959. Changes like 10,000 add'i- 
tional students, a greatly ex- 
panded educational p r o g r a m 
and physical facilities that are 
continually seeking new ground 
on which to plant themselves. 


'Stress, Strain' 


This physical growth 
has 


brought "stresses and strains," 
as Guiles calls them, like the 
outbreak of violence among 
black demonstrators on campus, 
a growing and increasingly vocal 
group of student militants and a 
growing number of "militant" 
faculty members. 


And these same "stresses and 


strains" are apparently affect- 
ing President Guiles himself, 
whose after-dinner hours of 
work have increased since Nov 
21, the day of the violent 
demonstrations. 


He recently confided to mem- 


ber of the university's Citizen's 
Advisory Council that continual 
spasms of coughing that inter- 
rupted a talk he was giving were 
due to a bout with the flu. It 
was the first time he had been 
sick since junior high school, he 
said. 


Guiles moved into his new 


office of president in 1959, and 
he just recently moved into a 
new executive office in a new 
addition to the OSU administra- 
tion building. 


"I felt then, and I feel now, 


that we were moving into a 
period of transition," Guiles 
said last week. 


Beyond Teacher Training 


The transition p e r i o d may 


have been easier then, however. 
It was in 1959 that the uni- 
versity began a full-scale effort 
to expand its program beyond 
the area of teacher training, an 
effort largely under the direc- 
tion of Guiles. 


Enrollment in the school of 


education, which was then one 
of only two schools, accounted 
for the majority of student 
enrollment 
Within six years, 


enrollments in three schools 
other than education accounted 
for a majority of students. 


Today, there are nearly twice 


as many enrolled in OSU's four 
other schools than in education. 


Guiles term has seen a gradu- 


ate program, started in 1960, 
that today is on the threshold of 
great expansion. 


A greatly expanded and better 


prepared f a c u l t y , including 
more doctorate degree-holding 
teachers that any other state 
university in Wisconsin, and 
expanded physical facilities are 
also among the goals realized 
by the Guiles' administration. 


Less Time 


"But it is increasingly obvious 


that we will have to do more 
and more, in less and less time, 
if young people are to meet the 
demands that will be placed on 
them as adults," Guiles noted, 
echoing much of what he said in 


his inaugural address of 1959. 


Guiles sees two necessary 


areas of expansion for the 
university in the f u t u r e : a 
graduate program moving into 
fields other than education and 
increased university service to 
the local region, bringing the 
university off campus and into 
the industrial, business and 
government sectors of the com- 
munity, and vica versa. 


"As I look back, it is with a 


sense of satisfaction," the uni- 
versity president says in his 
usual somber voice. "But as we 
look ahead, we find an institu- 
tion that is undergoing such 
rapid change, it will be suffer- 
ing from stresses and stains not 
likely in a more static situa- 
tion." 


The future will mean the 


university has to find a way to 
direct its "current strength" 
towards realization of higher 
goals and not become slowed by 
these stresses and strains," he 
believes. 


Better undergraduate p r o- 


grams emphasizing better in- 
structional 
methods to help 


"come to grips with the prob- 
lems that face many of the 
young of college age," is an- 
other goal on Guiles' agenda. 


But an essential requirement 


for this type of progress is 
financial s u p p o r t , which is 
usually the first to suffer from 
the "stresses and strains" of a 
growing university. 


"As we have moved ahead in 


the past ten years, at a rapid 
pace, there has been a tendency 
for some of this financial sup- 
port to lag behind," he notes. 


The new programs envisioned 


for OSU 
"will take more 


money," Guiles noted. 


R e c e n t demonstrations at 


OSU and the University of 
Wisconsin have apparently les- 
soned the chances for increased 
legislative financial support for 
higher education this biennium, 
according to many observers. 


"It would be most unfortunate 


if public reaction meant" a 
decline in financial support, 
Guiles says. 


He feels this would "tend to 


discourage some of our better 
faculty members, who are al- 
ways a mobile lot," would 
damage further faculty recrit- 
ment, and would harm the 
chances for quality education 
for those "serious students who 
are seeking one, Guiles says. 


"It would be far better for the 


legislature to deal directly with 
those causing the disturbances" 
than to take away funds neces- 
sary for overall educational 
progress, the university presi- 
dent notes. 


We need rules and regulations 


which are enforceable by civil 
authorities so police and the 
courts can become involved," 
the OSU president emphatically 
believes. 


He said this does not mean 


the university should rely on 
civil authorities to consistently 
maintain rules and regulations. 


"But should a critical situa- 


tion arise, we should be able to 
rely on civil as well as univer- 
sity regulations," he adds. 


Recent demonstrations outside 


the executive offices in Demp- 
sey Hall are examples of what 
Guiles believes to have been 
interference with the rights of 
others to get an education. 


He doesn't think, however, 


that, had legislation been in 
effect, it would have resulted in 


the university calling in police 
to break up a demonstration. 


"Just the presence of the 


legislation w o u l d 
discourage 


them from violating laws, while 
letting them pursue the aims 
they are entitled to pursue," 
Guiles says. 


He adds, almost parenthetical- 


ly, that he feels demonstrations 
should take place outside, and 
not inside, university buildings. 


Protest demonstrations, 
o r 


facsimiles thereof, didn't occur 
in 1959. In 196849, however, 
they have become a common 
experience. 


Things have happened fast 


since the biggest and most 
significant demonstration, the 
one involving black students last 
Nov. 21. 


But e f f e c t s of it are still

Guiles recalls the event with a

says, "because we have long 
believed education represents 
the door to greater opportunity 
and had hoped we were making 
progress in that direction." 


He calls it the low point of his 


10-year term in office. 


"No one gained as a result of 


what happened, and it would 
appear that there were substan- 
tial losses as a result of it," he 
says.

Communication is the essence 


of a university president's job in 
today's larger university, Guiles 
will tell you. He does not, on the 
other hand, see himself as a 
direct controler of university 
affairs, as many believe. 


"This is probably one of the 


most misunderstood parts of the 
university operation," he insists. 


Guiles can remember when he 


had more direct contact with 
faculty and staff and could 
more directly oversee university 
affairs. 


"In 1959, 1 had responsibility 


for much of what is today 
delegated to others." Faculty 
employment and 
recruitment 


are examples, he says. 


Guiles f e e l s his job today 


includes encouragement of fac- 
ulty and staff towards realiza- 
tion of university goals, deter- 
mined in large measure by the 
State Universities Board of Re- 
gents and 
the Coordinating 


Committee for Higher Educa- 
tion, and bringing before these 
two groups the questions and 
needs of faculty and staff of the 
university. 


A good salesman, a qualified 


mediator of inter-university dis- 
putes, a coordinator for univer- 
sity efforts, but not a big man 
with a big stick with close 
control over daily university 
operations, as was maybe the 
case years ago. 


"In the eyes of the public and 


the university governing board, 
the president is regarded as the 
head of the institution and the 
one held responsible for most of 
the ultimate decisions," Guiles 
said. 


"It seems to me there is no 


way you can get around that 
responsibility; but, in fact, the 
president must rely on depart- 
ments, divisions and schools for 
making most of the decisions 
made on a campus," he contin- 
ues. 


"The public sometimes sees it 


as sort of a one-man operation. 
But if it were, it would not be at 
all adequate," he adds. 


Past presidents of OSU, in 


slower times and smaller en- 
rollments, could use a heavier 
hand in g u i d i n g university 
policy. 


"Today, it is a matter of 


persuasion, not official edict," 
Guiles says. 


Guiles wouldn't say whether 


he would be as interested in 
Incoming a university president 
today as he was 10 years ago, 
but he realizes there are new 
requirements for a person hold- 
ing the job. 


He said probably fewer per- 


sons today are interested in 
becoming presidents of large 
universities due to these de- 
mands. 


"In the years ahead, this 


issue will probably be raised 
more often," he adds.

They were 
to remain attached for two or- 
bits, nearly three hours, just as 
moon-bound astronauts will do 
before restarting the stage to 
shoot toward their lunar target.

This may be the only way San 


Francisco State can stay open 
the rest of the school year and 
achieve stability for the long- 
run. 
The distance that this 


college had traveled toward 
anarchy under Dr. Hayakawa's 
lenient predecessors f o r c e s 
harsh action now — a classic 
lesson for other college adminis- 
trators now confronting campus 
rebellion. 


If, as seems certain, the 
settlement' between the col- 
lege and striking faculty mem- 
bers announced this week fails 
to hold, Hayakawa will move 
quickly.

keep it functioning. 


Nevertheless, even some lib- 


eral academicians who dislike 
Hayakawa's policy view the 
escalation in the revolt at San 
Francisco as so menacing that 
conciliation and negotiation will 
not work. What has brought 
fear to their hearts is the terror 
campaign against Prof. John 
Bunzel, head of the college's 
political science department. 


Aim at Bunzel 


Bunzel is a liberal Democrat 


(as is Hayakawa) and backed 
Robert F. Kennedy for Presi- 
dent last year. However, he 
committed the unpardonable sin 
of opposing the retention of a 
Black Panther 
thug named 


George Murray (now in jail for 
assault) as a teaching assistant 
- the pretext for the entire 
crisis here. 


Consequently, student terror- 


ists have decided 
to make 


Bunzel an object lesson for all 
Faculty members who might be 
tempted to cross them. Enroll- 
ing in his classes for the 
purpose of disrupting them, 
they have successfully brought 
_ premature end to every 
Bunzel class so far this semes- 
ter by shouting obscenities at 
lim. 


Thus, for the first time in the 


nationwide campus rebellion, 
terror has moved right into the 
classroom. But this is merely 
the climax of the long record of 
weak administration at San 
Francisco State that has pro- 
voked the current chaos. 


The college is in part the 


victim of California's crash 
program of expanded higher 
education, hiring faculty mem- 
bers with less than adequate 
academic credentials to keep 
pace. Simultaneously, the liberal 
arts faculty m general and the 
humanities faculty in particular 
took on a deep radical cast 
Only leftist professors were 
added to these faculties, warp- 
ing the political spectrum here. 


Failed to Curb Militants 


This was the 
background 


when John Summerskill took 
over as president of San Fran- 
cisco State in 1966. While Sum- 
merskill refused to curb vio- 
lence by black militant students, 
faculty members high on revo- 
lutionary zeal but low on aca- 
demic qualifications — such as 
the notorious Castroite John 
Gerassi — were added In one 
of his last acts before fleeing to 
a job in Ethiopia, Summerskill 
granted tenure to radical Juan 
Martinez, reversing the position 
by Martinez's own faculty col- 
leagues 


Thus, the overt issues at San 


Francisco State — the black 
studies program, the firing of 


George Murray, the rights of 
striking teachers — are vastly 
less important than the overall 
climate at the college: a mill- 
tantly radical faculty and a 
student body unaccustomed to 
any discipline. 


That's why purging the worst 


faculty and student elements 
may be essential to rebuild San 
Francisco State, which in every 
real sense has been destroyed 
as an educational institution. 
Across San Francisco Bay, how- 
ever, the University of Califor- 
nia at Berkeley has not yet been 
destroyed and may yet survive 
— a subject we shall pursue in 
another column.

Pacific Ocean

(AP) 
— A month after an off- 


shore well blew out, crude oil- 
nobody can say how much—con- 
tinues to ooze into the Pacific 
Ocean, fouling water and beach- 
es up to 90 miles away. 


While Interior Secretary Wal- 


ter J. Hickel in Washington 
urged tough new legislation Fri- 
day to prevent offshore oil pollu- 
toin, workers on a drilling plat- 
form in the Santa Barbara 
Channel tried to plug a new, 
puzzling leak. 


"There is so much oil that has 


been deposited in the channel 
over the last weeks that there is 
no way to really separate which 
leak this slick is from and which 
leak another is from," said a 
Coast Guard spokesman. 


When a Union Oil Co. well 


blew out on Jan. 28 it spewed an 
estimated 21,000 gallons a day 
into the channel until it was 
plugged 11 days later. A much 
smaller flow continued. 


Hoping to relieve gas pressure 


they thought was causing the re- 
sidual 
flow, 
drillers 
began 


pumping a nearby well. 


Last Tuesday the second wsL' 


began leaking more than 4,000 
gallons a day, the company esti- 
mated. Two days later the com- 
pany said the flow was vastly 
reduced. Some observers said it 
had stopped. 


Thursday night oil began sur- 


facing again and by Friday 
night some observers said the 
resulting slick was 1,000 yards 
wide and three miles long. 
There were no estimates of the 
flow 


The company plans to pour 


thousands of gallons of a heavy 
drilling mud mixture 3,000 feet 
into the well to plug it. It used 
the same technique to stem the 
flow of the first well. 


As far south as Los Angeles 


beachgoers walked on oil-spat- 
tered sand. Thousands of water 
birds have died in the ooze.

enrollment. Within six years, 
enrollments in three schools 
other than education accounted 
for a majority of students. 


Today, there are nearly twice 


as many enrolled in OSU's four 
other schools than in education. 


Guiles term has seen a gradu- 


ate program, started in 1960, 
that today is on the threshold of 
great expansion. 


A greatly expanded and better 


prepared f a c u l t y , including 
more doctorate degree-holding 
teachers that any other state 
university in Wisconsin, and 
expanded physical facilities are 
also among the goals realized 
by the Guiles' administration. 


Less Time 


"But it is increasingly obvious 


that we will have to do more 
and more, in less and less time, 
if young people are to meet the 
demands that will be placed on 
them as adults," Guiles noted, 
echoing much of what he said in 
his inaugural address of 1959. 


Guiles sees two necessary 


areas of expansion for the 
university in the f u t u r e : a 
graduate program moving into 
fields other than education and 
increased university service to 
the local region, bringing the 
university off campus and into 
the industrial, business and 
government sectors of the com- 
munity, and vica versa. 


"As I look back, it is with a 


sense of satisfaction," the uni- 
versity president says in his 
usual somber voice. "But as we 
look ahead, we find an institu- 
tion that is undergoing such 
rapid change, it will be suffer- 
ing from stresses and stains not 
likely in a more static situa- 
tion." 


The future will mean the 


university has to find a way to 
direct its "current strength" 


towards realization of higher 
goals and not become slowed by 
these stresses and strains," he 
believes. 


Better undergraduate p r o- 


grams emphasizing better in- 
structional methods to help 
"come to grips with the prob- 
lems that face many of the 
young of college age," is an- 
other goal on Guiles' agenda. 


But an essential requirement 


for this type of progress is 
financial s u p p o r t , which is 
usually the first to suffer from 
the "stresses and strains" of a 
growing university. 


"As we have moved ahead in 


the past ten years, at a rapid 
pace, there has been a tendency 
for some of this financial sup- 
port to lag behind," he notes. 


The new programs envisioned 


for OSU 
"will take more 


money," Guiles noted. 


R e c e n t demonstrations at 


OSU and the University of 
Wisconsin have apparently les- 
soned the chances for increased 
legislative financial support for 
higher education this biennium, 
according to many observers. 


"It would be most unfortunate 


if public reaction meant" a 
decline in financial support, 
Guiles says. 


He feels this would "tend to 


discourage some of our better 
faculty members, who are al- 
ways a mobile lot," would 
damage further faculty recrit- 
ment, and would harm the 
chances for quality education 
for those "serious students who 
are seeking one, Guiles says. 


"It would be far better for the 


legislature to deal directly with 
those causing the disturbances" 
than to take away funds neces- 
sary for overall educational 
progress, the university presi- 
dent notes. 


We need rules and regulations 


which are enforceable by civil 
authorities so police and the 
courts can become involved," 
the OSU president emphatically 
believes. 


He said this does not mean 


the university should rely on 
civil authorities to consistently 
maintain rules and regulations. 


Roger £. Guiles 


"But should a critical situa- 


tion arise, we should be able to 
rely on civil as well as univer- 
sity regulations," he adds. 


Recent demonstrations outside 


the executive offices in Demp- 
sey Hall are examples of what 
Guiles believes to have been 
interference with the rights of 
others to get an education. 


He doesn't think, however, 


that, had legislation been in 
effect, it would have resulted in 
the university calling in police 
to break up a demonstration. 


"Just the presence of the 


legislation w o u l d discourage 
them from violating laws, while 
letting them pursue the aims 
they are entitled to pursue," 
Guiles savs. 


He adds, almost parenthetical- 


ly, that he feels demonstrations 
should take place outside, and 
not inside, university buildings.

He calls it the low point of his 


10-year term in office. 


"No one gained as a result of 


what happened, and it would 
appear that there were substan- 
tial losses as a result of it," he 
says. 


He said he could not blame 


anyone for the outbreak, but 
noted it was "probably due to a 
lack of awareness" of people 
unnamed. 


Guiles has been a busy nian 


over the past decade, as £.ny 
president of a growing univer- 
sity has to be. But since the 
violence of Nov. 21. days and 
nights have been filled with 
meetings and paperwork that 
allows him little time for rest. 


"There's more need to com- 


municate with persons than we 
seem to have time for," the 
president notes as he gets ready 
to meet another full-day sched- 
ule. 


Communication is the essence 


of a university president's job in 
today's larger university, Guiles 
will tell you. He does not, on the 
other hand, see himself as a 
direct controler of university 
affairs, as many believe. 


"This is probably one of the 


most misunderstood parts of the 
university operation," he insists. 


Delegated Responsibility 


Guiles can remember when he 


had more direct contact with 
faculty 
and staff 
and could 


more directly oversee university 
affairs. 


"In 1959, I had responsibility 


for much of what is today 
delegated to others." Faculty 
employment 
and 
recruitment 


are examples, he says. 


Guiles f e e l s his job today 


includes encouragement of fac- 
ulty and staff towards realiza- 


tion of university goals, deter- 
mined in large measure by the 
State Universities Board of Re- 
gents a n d the Coordinating 
Committee for Higher Educa- 
tion, and bringing before these 
two groups the questions and 
needs of faculty and staff of the 
university. 


A good salesman, a qualified 


mediator of inter-university dis- 
putes, a coordinator for univer- 
sity efforts, but not a big man 
with a big stick with close 
control over 
daily 
university 


operations, as was maybe the 
case years ago. 


Eyes of Public 


"In the eyes of the public and 


the university governing board, 
the president is regarded as the 
head of the institution and the 
one held responsible for most of 
the ultimate decisions," Guiles 
said. 


"It seems to me there is no 


way you can get around that 
responsibility; but. in fact, the 
president must rely on depart- 
ments, divisions and schools for 
making most of the decisions 
made on a campus," he contin- 
ues. 


"The public sometimes sees it 


as sort of a one-man operation. 
But if it were, it would not be at 
all adequate," he adds. 


Past presidents of OSU, in 


slower times and smaller en- 
rollments, could use a heavier 
hand in g u i d i n g university 
policy. 


"Today, 
it is a matter of 


persuasion, not official edict," 
Guiles says. 


Guiles wouldn't say whether 


he would be as interested in 
becoming a university president 
today as he was 10 years ago, 
but he realizes there are new 
requirements for a person hold- 
ing the job. 


He said probably fewer per- 


sons today are interested in 
becoming presidents of large 
universities due to these de- 
mands. 


"In the years ahead, this 


issue will probably be raised 
more often," he adds.

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Improvement in Juvenile Court Procedures 


The Outagamie County juvenile court is 


.to be commended for recent changes that 
begin to insure our youth proper treatment 
under the law. Some very real results 
already can be seen from long-needed im- 
provements made recently by Judge Ray- 
mond Dohr. 


It only demonstrates that much of the 


community's so-called juvenile delinquency 
problem may well exist in our own legal 
and social institutions. There is much to be 
done in improving these institutions. 


Since November the county juvenile 


court has set aside a full day each week for 
juvenile cases. That is still a stingy 
allocation of court time, especially in view 
of the fact that well over half the crimes in 
the county are committed by juveniles. 


The court has also begun to accept 


second and third offenders in informal 
hearings soon after they are caught by 
police. Previously these youths never got to 
court until they had five or six or mors 
offenses. They had to get into big trouble 
before they could get help. But many more 
>ouths still must get to court, and they 
must get more services when they are 
referred to court. 


Under the present organization of the 


county's courts, there is little more Judge 
Dohr can do. He also handles a heavy load 
of small claims and civil matters, plus other 


miscellaneous cases. What's more, he holds 
court without a courtroom and without 
proper personnel or facilities. The county 
board meeting room is the juvenile court, 
and there sometimes are conflicts w'th 
county meetings, which cut down court 
time. Other courtrooms most often are busy. 


The judge has use of no secretary 


trained in legal typing, and has no dictating 
equipment to expedite paper work. As a 
result, decisions and orders from the court 
often are delayed for long periods. 


It is the present organization of court 


responsibilities, the heavy load of cases in 
all the courts and ridiculous deficiencies in 
court staffing and equipment which have 
combined to make the juvenile court a 
bottleneck. 


We must go farther than Judge Dohr's 


iccent changes. A study of the police, 
courts and social agencies, like the one 
proposed recently by an Appleton Area 
Chamber of Commerce committee, is the 
way to start. 


But when the study results in recom- 


mendations for change in our institutions, 
it will be the job of concerned citizens to 
take up the cause. The county board has 
many times shown its apathy toward 
problems in the court and police functions, 
and it must be made to know that citizens 
are not apathetic. 


Evolution Toward Democracy Is Slow 


A major problem in developing coun- 


tries is how to maintain authority in 
government while giving the people time to 
become politically sophisticated and edu- 
cated in democratic processes. Sometimes 
the ambitions of leaders merely pay lip 
service to such evolution and this must be 
suspected in several Latin American and 
African countries. Occasionally there has 
been 
too quick a transition 
so that 


economic problems followed. 


Thailand so far has successfully retain- 


ed the institution of the monarchy to hold 
the allegiance of the masses of the people 
although the real power lies in the military 
sovcrnment. Pakistan has attempted to use 
the device of a constitution. But now, ten 
>cars after President Ayub Khan came to 
power, there is widespread disillusion and 
opposition. 


Pakistan is actually almost an impossi- 


bility as a nation with its two parts 
separated by 900 miles of almost hostile 
Icrritory. President Ayub has retained the 
real power in the whole nation but he has 
delegated some of it to the Governor in 
East Pakistan. Abdul Momen Khan. And 
East Pakistan has not really shared in the 
considerable amount of economic prosper- 
ity which has flourished in West Pakistan. 


But that prosperity has not been evenly

But President Ayub, now 62, has not 


been physically well and has decided not to 
seek re-election. The big question is where 
the power then will go in a country that is 
unused, if not unready, for real constitu- 
tional government.

Froohlich's Pavlovian response 
is a simplistic and untenable 
answer to complex and deep- 
rooted social and educational 
problems. 


We do not, however, pre-

A few days after our suc- 


cessful orbiting of the Moon, a 
friend expressed the hope that 
this venture would teach peo- 
ple humility in the face of the 
universe. 


"If this helps us realize how 


vast outer space is, and how 
small our globe is," he said, 
"then it might make us all 
feel more united as inhabitants 
of this tiny speck of dust 
whirling in space." 


This would be a commend- 


able lesson to learn, I agree, 
but doubt that we would draw 
so philosophical an inference 
from the Moon project. Rath- 
er, I suggested bleakly, it 
might lead us in the opposite 
direction. 


Instead of regarding space 


exploration as a common ef- 
fort binding mankind together, 
it is far more likely that we 
will simply extend our com- 
petitiveness from 
inner to 


outer space, and look upon the 
solar system as competing 
nations once regarded explora- 
tions on Earth — as places to 
plant flags, to colonize, to use 
as economic resources and 
military outposts. 


Unless we make some unex- 


pected quantum jump in our 
thinking and feeling, we will 
simply extrapolate to other 
worlds the same greed and 
vanity, the same lust for 
possession and domination, the 
same conflict over boundaries 
and priorities throughout the 
solar system. 


What is even more dire, we 


might also export the con- 
tamination of our planet, not 
merely in terms of wars and 
prejudices and injustices, but 
quite physically, in terms of 
bacteria and viruses and all 
the a s s o r t e d pollutions of 
earth, air and water that are 
rapidly making our own globe 
nearly uninhabitable. 


Nothing in our history, early 


or recent, indicates that we 
are not prepared to despoil 
other planets as carelessly and 
contemptuously as we have 


turned ours from gieen to 
gray, from fair to foul, from 
sweet to sour, in the country- 
side as well as in the cities — 
so that even sunny, snowy 
Switzerland lias shown a 90 
per cent increase in smoke 
content and turbidity of the air 
in the last two decades. 


We are no more morally or

other parts of the solar system 
— given our past level of 
behavior on Earth — than a 
hog is fit to march in an 
Easter parade.

Georgia's Gov. Maddox Issues 
Demand for Stricter Precautions 


COV1NGTON, Ga. (AP) - 


Spokesmen for major car-racing 
organizations and Gov. Lester 
Maddox called for stricter safe- 
ty precautions after an accident 
at a Covington track killed 11 
spectators and injured at least 
46. 


The accident Sunday at the 


Yellow River Drag Strip oc- 
curred when a fiberglass Cama- 
ro weighing less than 2,000 
pounds and traveling around 180 
miles an hour went out of con- 
trol about 250 yards from the 
finish line. The racer crashed 
into an embankment, went over 
a wire fence and mowed down 
the crowd lining the track. 
There was no guard rail. 


"People were thrown up in 


the air," said Alice Black of At- 
lanta. "Some of them fell back 
onto their cars. When we tried 
to get out of the area, we saw 
bodies lying between the cars." 


"One man got caught up un- 


der the racer," said Jimmy Ed- 
wards, 18, of Atlanta. "It must 
have dragged him at least 100 
feet."
